(/P)—The job situation ap 
peared to be looking up i 
November—even before th 
lift that the Christmas sale 
season usually gives to em 
ployment. 


New figures from the Censi 


Bureau were welcomed by Secre 
tary of Commerce Sawyer a 
showing that "The ]ob picture i 
November was perhaps more f; 
vorable than at any previous tim 
this year." 


The figures, released by Sawye 


late yesterday, showed in brief 


60,954,000 Americans, countin 


1,436,000 in the armed forces, ha 
jobs good for one hour a wee 
or more in November, even 
some of them weren't actuall 
working because of illness, strike 
vacations, etc. 


The 59,518,000 civilian jobs i 


November represented a gain o 
517,000 over October, although th 
total was 375,000 below Novem 
ber, 1948, when the boom was a 
its peak. 


Recovered Losses 
Furthermore, non-farm emplo> 


ment, up 350,000 in November t 
a 51,540,000 total, was "back i 
the 1949 high recorded in the lat 
summer months," the Census Bu 
reau said. It added that Novem 
ber "recovered the losses" causec 
by-the October steel and coa 
strikes. 


Unemployment dropped 167,OOi 


in November to a total of 3,409, 
000, 
although it was fairly nea: 


double the 
1,831,000 total o 


boomtime November, 1948. 


The reason that the expanding 


job opportunities didn't put a 
much bigger crimp in unemploy- 
ment, said the bureau, was tha 
people turning out to hunt sea- 
sonal work swelled the figures foi 
joblessness. 


The farm picture gave an un- 


usual boost to the November em- 
ployment total by showing a 168,- 
000 climb in November, usually a 
month when farm work is de- 
clining. 


The cause: 
Good weather in 


many areas permitted completion 
of harvesting operations 
which 


had been delayed in October b; 
heavy rains.

Chinese dinner tables are al 


round seating only six, eight o 
twelve at the' most and, Mrs 
McGee explained, they are mad 
that' shape so that no one person 
will have a better place at th 
table than another. China is 
wonderful place for anyone wh 
doesn't like to wash dishes, sh 
said, because the place settin 
consists of a rice bowl, chop stick 
and a porcelian ladle. She sai 
that she learned to Lse chop stick 
because

Chinese to be able to do some 
thing she couldn't do and the: 
she didn't want them to thin! 
that her husband had a stupi 
wife. It was quite a trick to learn 
however, she admitted, but sh 
got herself a can of peanuts anc 
she practiced picking up the pea 
nuts one at a time and puttin 
them into a bowl then she pu 
them back the same way and by 
that time was able to use the chop 
sticks rather well.

filled. When one general put a 
choice morsel of food on her plate 
she ate it and then she saw tha'

picked up something for her with 
the same chopsticks. She gave a 
pleading look at her husband who 
gave her back a look that said 
"Well, you would come to China,' 
so she went on eating. She founc 
it was a Chinese custom and she 
got use to it. 


Pekin duck was Mrs. McGee's 


favorite of all Chinese dishes. The 
ducks with their feet off and 
drawn were brought in before th 
meal for

and then 


roasted over charcoal. While thi 
duck was roasting the guests weri 
served tea and watermelon seed 
Mrs. McGee thinks that eating

U. S. Loses Omt to Fascism 
At Its Own Front Door 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON—Recent revolution and riot- 


ing in Latin America has pointed up what the 
American public has long dimly realized, namely 
that while we are lighting Communism in Eu- 
rope, we are losing out to Fascism at our own 
front door. 


Panama, which surrounds the most important 


waterway in the world so far as the United 
"States is concerned., is now in the hands oi a 
dictator, Arnullo Alias, who had roots in Ger- 
many and Italy during the days of Hitler and 
Mussolini. Just before Pearl Harbor, we con- 
sidered him such a menace the United States 
helped to euchre htm out of the presidency. 


In Colombia, a country equally vital to the 


Strategic waterway which links east-west ship- 
ping, the bloodiest riots in history have been 
taking place. Approximately 1,000 people have 
been kiUed, and a Fascist party, deliberately 
aided and abetted by Dictator Franco of Spain, 
has instituted such terror that it was impossible 
to hold two-way elections. 


While U. S. Senators have been guzzling Dic- 


tator Franco's lush wines in Madrid, Franco 
has been pulling th«> rug right out from under 
U. S. policy in one of the most important coun- 
tries in the Pan American union. 


Months ago Laureano Gomez, now the Colom- 


bia strong man, went to Madrid and arranged 
with Franco to have his shock falange forces 
•muggled into Colombia disguised in the robes 
of priests. Bloodshed and rioting has followed 
ever since. 
\ 


Truman's Pan Americanism 
In the White House, Harry Truman speaks 


glowingly of his visit!! to Mexico and Brazil. He 
is also delighted at the prospect of making a trip 
to Chile. He considers Pan-Ameripan relations 
one of his most important policies, and if any- 
one walked in and told him the good-neighbor 
policy had bogged down, he just wouldn't be- 
lieve it. 


But the trouble with President Truman is 


that he thinks of Pan-American friendship in 
terms of getting out a lot of flags and the brass 
bands to greet President Dutra of Brazil. He 
doesn't realize that the good-neighbor policy 
must be closely coordinated and carefully car- 
ried out every day of the year. 


Over in the State Department, meanwhile, one 


of the best young men in some years, Edward 
Miller, is assistant secretary for Latin America. 
Miller was born in Puerto Rico, speaks Spanish, 
knows Latin America intimately, works hard at 
his job. 


Over in the Export-Import bank, also, far 


more loans have been advanced in Latin America 
than most people realize. 


But a successful good-neighbor policy isn't 


built up merely by dumping money into Latin 
America, or giving rousing welcomes to visiting 
Pan-American potentates. 


Today we have a lot of well-meaning cogs 


in our diplomatic machinery, but sometimes 
they seem to be turning separately and in dif- 
ferent directions. In b'rief, the gears do not mesh. 
Jesse Jones' Rival 
It looks like Jesse Jones, long considered the 


financial czar and cnce an aspiring political 
czar of Texas, now has a real rival. He is Texas 
oil tycoon Glenn McCarthy of Houston, who re- 
cently helped mastermind "Sam Rayburn Day." 


McCarthy has already built a swank 15-story 


hotel in Houston, the Shamrock, and now aspires 
to build a new business center on the outskirts 
of Houston. To financs it, McCarthy is reported 
in the market for an RFC loan, and it was con- 
sidered significant that he sent his plush strato- 
liner private airplane to Washington to fly some 
RFC officials to Houston for "Sam Rayburn 
Day." 


Taking the free ride to Texas for the big 


Democratic jamboree were James Consodine, 
RFC controller, and Allen Freeze, his assistant, 
with thir two wives. Neither are Texans. 


Another RFC official, Narvin Weaver, assistant 


loan manager, declined an invitation because, he 
admitted afterward, "It might not look right." 


Of course. Jesse Jones, when head of the 


powerful RFC, did not hesitate to accept trips 
in a private car on the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road at a time when he was lending RFC money 
to that road. And it will be interesting to see 
whether Jesse's rival will now get a loan from 
the RFC. 


NOTE—Democratic political factions in Hous- 


ton were split over th-e Sam Raybourn celebra- 
tion. While Sam is personally popular with all 
ranks of Democrats, political control of the city 
has been taken over by the Truman-Labor group, 
and they organized the demonstration for Sam. 
Old guard Democrats did not cooperate. In fact, 
old guards were privately pleased when only 
1,500 people showed up in the auditorium which 
holds 15,000.

House Un-American Activities committee the 
other day to investigate a commotion. The clerks 
were in a dither about a mysterious stranger 
who had blubbered incoherently at them and 
fled down the hall.

Burning The Mid-Election Oil 


Swing in Lawmakers' Ranks 
Should End Ceilings on Rent 


Present prospects are that federal rent con- 


trols will not be extended beyound the expiration 
date of June 30, 1950, set forth in the existing 
law. 


The tip-off comes from Sen. John Sparkman 


of Alabama, who is chairman of the Senate 
Banking Committee which has charge of such 
legislation. He says there will be no further ex- 
tension of controls. 


Nothing definite on the subject has been heard 


from Rep. Brent Spence of Kentucky, chair- 
man of the House Banking Committee where 
control propsals are considered in the lower 
chamber. But Sparkman's opposition is enough. 


President Truman is pretty sure to ask Con- 


gress for a renewal of federal rent ceilings, on 
the ground that the housing shortage is not yet 
ended. Still, he cannot houe to win his point 
unless he has the active support of the con- 
gressional leaders who must drive the program 
to passage. 


Ever since World War II was over, rent con- 


trol extension has been just squeaking by in 
Congress. The law has been progressively weak- 
ened each year. The current version contains a 
provision allowing state and local action to wipe 
out controls, and many areas have availed them- 
selves of the opportunity. 


Republicans have spearheaded the opposition 


and can be expected to maintain this attitude. 
Only the defection of big city party members 
kept the lid on when the GOP ruled Congress in 
1947 and 1948. There undoubtedly will be fewer 
in this rebel group in 1950. 


On the other side, more and more Democrats 


have come over to the opposition with the pass- 
ing years. Loyal administration backers and big 
city lawmakers formed the hard core that helped 
preserve federal restrictions. 


But Sparkman's statement indicates that next 


year even the Democratic faithful for the most 
part will be found in the opposing camp. It he 
does not choose to pilot a rent control bill to the 
Senate floor, it is virtually a foegone conclusion 
that federal regulation of rents will die when 
the present deadline arrives. 


The clincher in the minds of many congress- 


men has been the huge volume of home building 
in the last two years, plus the outlook for only 
slightly reduced construction activity in 1950. 


The government expects this year's building 


to surpass the record 937,000 private dwelling 
units erected in 1925. Next year a drop of about 
7 percent is looked for, but the total is forcast 
at a substantial $13,100,000,000. 


This situation probably has convinced most on 


Capital Hill that the housing shortage is over, 
though some may have strong reservations 
about conditions in particular localities. But state 
and lesser authorities will be counted upon to 
deal with remaining critical areas. 


Whether the housing pinch is really ended is 


naturally a debatable issue. Certainly the trem- 
endous pressure of the immediate postwar period 
has been relieved. And another near-peak year 
of construction unquestionably will further ease 
the problem. 


Whatever major housing deficiencies do still 


exist—either in specific areas or income groups 
—it is apparent from the temper of Congress 
that they will have to be eliminated during a 
future period largely without safeguards against 
possible high rents. From next summer on, the 
renting population will generally be on its own.

community, Moscow, Ida., to get rid of its name. 
Goings-on in Moscow, Russia, are pretty un- 
pleasant for us, the Bulletin points out, and the 
Idaho town ought to be glad to shed a name that 
associates it even remotely with such doings.

The Doctor Says— 


Anemia is Often the Reflection 
Of Poor Condition in the Body

The blood contains small roun 


disks called red bleed cells, o 
erythrocytes. Normally, there ar 
about 5,000,000 of these cells in 
each cubic millimeter of blooc 
(There are more than 16,000 cubi 
millimeters in a cubic inch.) These 
cells contain a red coloring matte: 
—hemoglobin—which carries oxy 
gen to the tissues and which i; 
necessary for life. When there ar< 
too few red blood cells or no 
enough hemoglobin the condition 
is called "anemia." 


When a person loses more blood 


than the system can replace, ane- 
mia develops. If sudden, as from 
a wound, the difficulty can be 


. remedied promptly by stopping 
the hemorrhage and giving a blooc 
transfusion. 


If hemorrhage is slow, it is 


necessary to find where the bleed- 
ing comes from and to stop it if 
possible. If this kind of anemia is 
severe, it may be necessary to give 
transfusions or take other meas- 
ures, including the use of iron 
preparations iron being an impor- 
tant iiart of hemoglobin. 


Often the cause can be reme- 


died and the anemia is-then'likely 
to clear up. If it comes from a 
poor diet giving an adequate diet 
alone is generally enough. 
Comes to Women 
One Kind of anemia comes par- 


ticularly, but not exclusively, in 
women between 30 and 50 years 
of age. The cause of this anemia 
is a deficiency of iron due to sev- 
eral things, probably including de- 
fective diet and poor absorption 
due to disturbance of the stomach 
and intestines. This causes a feel- 
ing of weakness, shortness of

made perfect,

of labor, schools and churches 
and the Bill of Rights wouli 
cease to be any more than a curi 
osity. 


Russia has demonstrated tha 


religion is to be used for totali 
tarian ends. After the revolution 
the 
Soviet 
government 
seizec 


church properties and persecuted 
the clergy. Not until World War 
II, when'the need to make men's 
hearts brave was a most urgen 
one, did religion in an approxi- 
mate sense return to Russia. With 
the peace, the 
churches 
were 


back in the Kremlin, which hac 
learned the value oj' a spiritual 
element which would contribute 
to so magnificent a stand as that 
at Stalingrad. 


The absolute need for complete 


control of the pulpit is well real- 
ized by Stalin, as witness the 
•widespread religious 
suppression 


in most of the Iron Curtain na- 
tions. 


Of all American 
churchgoers 


Catholics are perhaps the mos' 
alert in the war on Communism 
Their greater 
awareness stemo 


from the peculiarity that more 
information about European con- 
ditions, as they may effect the 
western hemisphere, is available 
to the Catholic. 


Moreover, the organized resis- 


tance seems to predate that o: 
other faiths. 
Immediately afte: 


the 1917 revolution, for exampli 
an educational campaign was un- 
dertaken by the church in th 
United States. Schools, the Sun- 
day sermon, books and pamphlet 
and, most recently, radio addres- 
ses by Msgr. Fulton J. Sheen 
have been used with considerabl 
effect. 


But there was nothing particu- 


larly militant about it all, unti 
the Spanish revolution, when Ca- 
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tholics were forced to take a 
stand. The hierarchy kept hands 
off on the delicate question 
U. S. aid to the Loyalists. 
But 


fully 90 per cent of the 
pro- 


Franco bloc was Catholic, and it 
vociferously demanded immediate 
aid for Franco, while the Com- 
munists were whooping it up for 
the other side. 


The second phase of Catholic 


action came after formation of 
the CIO. 
The bishops set up a 


system of schools to teach Chris- 
tian trade unionism. From those

whose work has been sufficiently 
effective to make Daily Worker 
editorialists froth at the mouth 
on occasion.

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Soviets Object 
To Arms Census 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8—(50—The 


United Nations Assembly over- 
whelmingly approved Monday a 
world census of oidinary arms anc 
armed forces but bitter Soviet ob- 
jections showed the Russian bloc 
would not submit any informa- 
tion. The Russian/Jxied vainly to 
have the move call for a count of 
atomic bombs, too. 


Refusal of the Soviet bloc to 


cooperate makes it unlikely that 
any other countries, especially the 
western.powers, will turn in their 
figures now. 


The Assembly voted 44 to 5 


(Slav bloc) for the census of 
weapons technically called con- 
ventional armaments. This would 
include anything from small arms 
such as pistols to the largest war- 
ships and planes but would not in- 
clude atomic bombs, or any other 
weapons of mass destruction. 


The West argues such a census 


is the first step in setting up a 
scheme for arms limitation. 


The Assembly batted down a 


Soviet resolution calling on coun- 
tries to submit both information 
on armed forces and conventional 
armaments and information on 
atomic weapons.

The number of Americans regu- 
larly employed rose 517,000 
November. 


Reporting this Monday the cen- 


sus bureau said ur.employmen 
declined 167,000. 


Secretary of Commerce Sawye: 


commented: 


"The job picture i,i November 


was perhaps more favorable than 
at any previous time this year. 


The census bureau explained 


that the drop m unemploymen 
was smaller than the rise in em- 
ployment because of "an increase 
in the number of seasonal work- 
ers looking for jobs " 


The bureau's report showed em- 


ployment 
totaled 
59.518,000 in 


November compared with 59,001,- 
000 in October and 59.893,000 for 
November, 1948. 


The number of jobless was list- 


ed as 3,409,000 in November com- 
pared with 3,576,000 in October 
and 1,831,000 in November, 1948 


Under the bureau's statistical 


methods, anyone who has a regu- 
lar job 
is counted as employed 


whether or not he is working at 
his job. 
Coal miners on strike, 


for instance, are counted as em- 
ployed. 


Non-farm employrrent jumped 


up 350.00C in November, reflect- 
ing the pickup in factory opera- 
tions which had been slowed in 
October by effects of "he steel and 
coal strikes. 


Non-farm employment at a to- 


tal of 51,640,000, was "back to the 
1949 high recorded 
in the 
late 


summer months." the bureau said. 


It was, however, nearly 300,000 


below November, 1943, just 
as 


unemployment was close to dou- 
ble the figure of a year ago. 


Farm employment itself scored 


a gain of 168,000 in November, a 
month when the number of farm 
workers usually declines. 


"Good weather in the 
early 


part of November in most areas 
permitted completion of harvest- 
ing operations which last month 
had been delayed by heavy rains," 
the bureau reported. 


Bureau figures were based on a 


sample survey taken in the Nov- 
ember 6-12 period. The October 
figures were taken in the first 
week of that month. 


The bureau noted thsit the Arm- 


istice day holiday during the sam- 
ple survey period caused it to ap- 
pear 'statistically that "unusually 
large numbers of persons were 
working part-time in the Novem- 
ber survey week."
